TP  Air  AND  SEWERAGE  ® 

The  sewerage  systems  have  not  been  altered  in  any  way  during 
the  yearo  The  sewers  and  septic  tanks  have  been  cleaned  out  r ularly 
and  any  blockages  promptly  dealt  with®  A new  septic  tan1',  has  c en 
installed  on  the  sewer  at  Hackforth®  Sewers  have  been  extended  at 
"'all  and  Thornton  Watlass  to  deal  with  the  new  Council  houses®  At 
Thornton  Watlass  the  new  sewer  is  also  available  to  some  five  houses 
not  previously  sewered  and  one  of  these  has  already  been  connected® 
The  proposed  sewerage  scheme  for  Burneston  Thcakston  and  Carthorrm, 
is  still  under  consideration..  A scheme  for  Aiskcw  is  in  course  of 
preparation  and  should  be  ready  for  submitting  to  the  Council  very 
soon  ®

The  collection  of  refuse  throughout  the  area  has  continued 
satisfactorily 9 though  early  in  the  year  complaints  were  received 
that  ashpits  were  not  cleared  frequently  enough ® The  Council  therefore 
decided  to  have  the  second  vehicle  converted  into  a refuse  freighter9 
this  was  done  and  the  vehicle  placed  in  service » Since  this  action 
all  refuse  has  been  collected  very  regular ly9  all  ashpits  being 
cleared  at  least  once  in  1 2 weeks  and  there  have  been  no  further 
complaints o The  conversion  of  privies  to  water  closets  is  encouraged 
wherever  possible  and  29  privies  have  been  converted  during  the  yeaj

Work  has  continued  on  the  various  Housing  Schemes o Twenty  four 
houses  were  completed  during  the  year  and  all  are  occupied®  A further 
eighteen  houses  were  at  various  stages  of  building  at  the  years  end® 
Seven  schemes  involving  a further  sixty  four  houses  were  all  at 
various  stages  at  the  year  end  though  actual  building  had  not  been 
commenced o TKe  largest  of  these  schemes  is  one  for  28  houses  at 
South  Pnd®  Bedaleo  Three  private  houses  hove  been  completed  and 
occupied s two  at  Be dale  and  one  at  Pen cote®

where  it  is  inspected  before  distribution®  Meat  inspection  at  the 
Vale  of  Mowbray  Bacon  Rectory  is  carried  out  daily  and  every  carcsr.-: 
is  examined®  During  the  year  A !•. c,  21|- 5 pigs  were  slaughtered  and  220 
visits  made  to  inspect  the  meat®  Approximately  14525  lbs  of  meat 
was  condemned9  the  main  cause  being  tuberculosis  found  principally 


in  the  head®  Twelve  private  slaughterhouses  have  been  licensed  In 
the  area®  This  was  necessitated  by  the  Ministry  of  Pood  1!Sclf  - 
Suppliers  of  T’’igs  Scheme11  which  required  that  the  slaughter  of  home 
fed  pigs  be  carried  out  at  places  recognised  by  the  Ministry®  "lhe

Most  of  the  mil  produced  in  the  area  is  conveyed  by  road  to  Dairies 
at  Ley  bum  and  Northallerton.  There  are  206  registered  cowsheds 
and  dairies  in  the  area  and  52  Retail  Milk  Sellers.  Samples  are 
oaken  by  the  County  Authority.  Cowsheds  and  dairies  are  inspected 
mom  lime  to  time  and  generally  are  found  to  be  quite  satisfactory®
